At the same time, some Individual *nterprieea were behind in fulfilling the 
firm* -quarter plan for civilian housing construction. These included: "Lenatan- 
kolit" Mant (director, fragin), which fulfiUed only 2.1 percent of the plan; 
"Xkonomayzer" Plant (director, Arakcheyev), whibh fulfilled tho plan 6.3 percent; 
"Swstlina" Plant which fulfilled the plan 20,5 percent. 

The 19*9 first-quarter retail trade turnover plan was fulfiUed 30. 8 per- 
cent by State and cooperative organisations in the city of Ienlngrad.

Work cf the most important enterprises and organizations of Leningrad 
city economy may be characterized by the following figures: the Jaxnmry 19^9 
plan for average dally performance was fulfiUed 100.1 percent by the streetcar 

10g« 7 peroent by trolley buses, 10b. 2 percent by autobuses, end 10J.2 
percent by passenger taxis. This represented an increase In comparison with 
January 19*8 as foHovs: 2.b percent for streetcars, *3.6 peroent for trolley 
30*9 percent for autobuses, and 93 - £ percent for passenger taxis.
